tended its performance. ‘ The next piece proved an amusing tiifle, in 
one act, and is exactly of that nature in whieh this house so much ex- 
eels. The plot (if such it can be termed) rans thus :—A gay widow, 
(Miss F. H. Keliy) imposes certain restrictions on a Captain Postle- 
waite, (Vining) of dissipated and’ extravagant habits, (viz.) to pay 
his debts, sce no company, and stay at home an entire fortoight, pro- 
misivg, if he faithfully accedes to these articles, to reward him with 
her hand and fortune—at the same time, charging him to inviolate se- 
cresy. ‘The term of his seclasion (which occasivns vast curiosity to 
his landlacy, Mrs. Prattle, a kind of Paalina Pry, admirably repre- 
sented by Mrs Glover) is within a few hours of terminating, when the 
piece opens ; aud just at this crisis, his friend, Stanmore, (Brindal) 
brother to the lady in question, arrives, and throws his wife (whom 
he has just married privately) on his friend’s protection for conceal- 
ment. The ladies meet, and this scene (aided by the prying curiosity 
of Mrs. Prattle) is ancommouly effective ;— of conrse, an explanation 
takes place, and all parties are reconciled.—The piece was extremely 
well received ;—we shall speak of the acting to-morrow.
